It should be understood that no direct pro- 
posal has been made by this government’s 
representatives. ‘Phe attitude of the gov- 
ernment in this connection has been dis- 
cussed. not only in the capitals of the bel- 
ugerents but here in Washington, between 
Secretary Hay and the Russian and the Jap- 
anese diplomatic representatives, 

It has been made clear to the United States, 
however, that neither Russia nor Japan is 
willing to tolerate for an instant at this time 
the idea of foreign mediation to put an end to 
the waf. Realizing this, the representatives 
of the United States have not persisted in 
pressing the subject, but have contented 
themselves with making it plain that when- 
ever Russia and Japan are ready to adjust 
their differences the government at Washing- 
ton is willing to be considered as the mutual 
friend who will act the réle of peacemaker. 

Both Count Cassini, the Russian’ am- 
bassador, and Mr. Takahira, the Japanese 
minister, had interviews with Secretary Hay 
today.

ANTHRACITE A LUXURY. 


Tells Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission People Are Not 
Forced to Buy. 


New York, May 26.—[Special.]—E. B. 
Thomas, president of the Lehigh Valley rail- 
road, the principal witness today before the 
interstate commerce commission which is 
taking testimony concerning coal carrying 
roads charged with violating the Sherman 
anti-trust law, said on the stand: 

“Tt costs $2.28 to mine coal. Some of it is 
sold. at $3.23 and some at $1.04. And as long 
as the people are willing to pay our price 
we would be poor merchants not to accept it. 

Anthracite a Luxury. 

* Anthracite coal is not a necessity. It is 
a luxury. The people could get along with 
bituminous coal or coke if they wanted to. 

“The country is getting anthracite coal 
at a fair price, and for the first time in the 
history of the industry the companies that 
have invested millions are getting some re- 
turn—and not a large one. Anthracite mining 
is the most risky business in the world.” 

Tells Who Fixes Prices. 

Counsel for the complainant began by ask- 
ing President Thomas the question which he 
declined fanswer last year, but which the 
Supreme court has decided he must answer. 

“Who fixes the price of Lehigh Valley 
coal? he was asked. 

“In a general way, I do,” was the reply, 
“though subordinate officers have discre- 
tion to meet competition.“ 

Who fixed the price of Erie coal when 
you were president of the Erie? 

My subordinates and I.“ 

But you authorized a rise 
ton in April, 1001? 

' “Tt didn’t need my authority. My sub- 
ordinates would have been bad merchants if 
they hadn t met the market.” 


Circulars, Not Prices, Identical. 


Don't you know, Mr. Thomas, that the 
price of coal fixed by all the companies is 
identical?“ 

The circulars are identical.“ 

“Is there no limit to the rise in the price 
of coal? Do you, like Mr. Truesdale, think 
— — depopulation of the cities is the only 

Do you think,” retorted Mr. Thomas, 
“that in a country like this, governed by 
free men, prices could ever rise so high as 
to make people suffer? That's my answer.“ 

Why All Charge Alike. 

Mr. Thomas said there had been no change 
by any railroad from the circular prices be- 
cause the conditions of trade had not war- 
ranted it. He said that reduction in tide- 
water prices would mean a reduction in 
miners’ wages, according to the terms of the 
decision of the arbitration commission. 

Mr. Thomas said he conferred with Presi- 
dent Baer of the Reading and other rail- 
road officials before issuing the circular’ of 
prices, but denied that any agreement was 
made as to prices. 

George F. Lee, a coal dealer of Wilkes- 
barre, said abrogation of the purchase con- 
tracts would ruin the independent operators, 
because they would not be able to compete 
with railroad coal prices.

CLUBS SECURE MAN TO DIRECT 
DOWNTOWN WORE. 


Richard T. Fox of New York Will Be in 


Chicago Next Week to Direct Forces 
of Commercial and Merchants’ Or- 
ganizations, Which Are to Make the 
Business Streets Models of Neatness 
—Is Civil Engineer and an Experi- 
enced Man. 


An expert has been secured to direct the 
street cleaning work of the Commercial and 
Merchants’ clubs in the downtown district. 
He is Richard T. Fox, superintendent of 
street cleaning in the borough of Richmond. 
New York. Word came from the east last 
night that he had accepted the Chicago posi- 
tion and would arrive here next Wednesday. 
Mr, Fox is a Harvard graduate of the class 
of 1894, and began his municipal work asa 
civil engineer in New York City in 1895 un- 
der Col. Waring. In Chicago he will have 
charge of the district between the lake and 
the river and Van Buren street. 7 

The plan of the two clubs fs to make the 
downtown streets models of cleanness, For 
this purpose a fund has been raised, and 
the work will be carried on systematically.

REFUSES TRACTION PERMIT, 
HINTING AT 99 YEAR ACT. 


Local Transportation Committee Lays | 


Down New Rule—One Request of the 
Company Is Approved. 


The committee on local transportation laid 
down a rule yesterday which is likely to 
cause trouble for the Union Traction com- 
pany. it is that no favors can be granted 
that corporation which could by any possi- 
bility be construed into recognizing its claims 
under the ninety-nine year act. In other 
cases it can get what it asks for in reason. 

Two applications were before the commit- 
tee. One was permission to lay another rail 
in Fortieth-avenue, from Madison to Taylor 
street, so as to double track that line clear 
to Thirty-first street. The other was for per- 
mission to lay tracks in West Chicago avenue 
from Fortieth to Forty-eighth avenues. 

Both were referred to Corporation Counsel 
Tolman and he returned opinions advising 
the granting of the Fortieth avenue permit 
and adverse to the West Chicago avenue one. 
His reasons were that the first was an ex- 
tension of the old Ogden street railway, 
which claimed no rights under the ninety- 


nine year act, although a part of the Union 


Traction company now. The second one was 
asked for the Union Traction company and to 
grant it might be claimed as a recognition 
of the ninety-nine year act pretensions. 

The exact route of the proposed North- 
western L' extension was made public 
yesterday. It leaves the main line at Roscoe 
street and runs west just north of Roscoe to 
the Northwestern railway tracks; thence 
north in the blocks just west of these tracks 
to Leland avenue; thence west 20 Western 
avenue.

Coroner Wants Board to Act After Dr.

BE INVESTIGATED. 

Manner in Which the’ Thirty-second 
Ward Politician Performs Duties for 
Which He Draw $2,000 Salary Will 
Be Basis of Inquiry—Has No Records 
and Ne .Headquarters, and Owes 
His Position Solely to Tom Carey's 
“Pull.” 


“Fish” Murray and his office are to be 
investigated. 

The mayor made the announcement yester- 
day, and presumably will personally do the 
investigating. The story told by Tur Tais 
udn of the manner in which the Thirty- 
second ward politician performs the duties 
for which he ts paid $2,000 a year will form 
the basis of the inquiry. 

The word “ office " figures in the case only 
in a political and not a literal sense. Murray 
never had an office, as a lawyer, physician, 
or even a city ward superintendent has one. 
There is no place where he can be found at 
even irregular hours, unless it is his residence 
or some favorite resort, and there Is no place 
where his records are kept. 


Mayor Says He’s Determined. 


“TI will take up Murray's case as soon as I 
ean get around to it,” said the mayor. “I 
cannot set a date now, but an investigation 
will be had and the matfer gone into thor- 
oughly.” 

Any arguments which Murray might make 
to the mayor why he should be retained 
probably would be political ones. He was 
put in his present place, or, rather, the 
berth was found for him, five years ago for 
political reasons and these have kept him 
there. Tom Carey demanded then that 
something be done for “ my friend Murray,” 
and it was. He was named as fish in- 
spector. 

Office Made to Fit the Man. 

During many years Chicago struggled along 
without a fish inspector. The ordinances pro- 
vided for one, just as they do for a secretary 
to the department of public works and otner 
officials whom the city found it could get 
along without and whose successors never 
had been named. It is probable the city 
would be without a fish inspector today had 
not Carey d ined something must be 
done for Murray. They the almost forgotten, 
cfiice was dug up as one Murray could fill, be- 
cause he once had managed a restaurant. 

Murray declared himself a much abused 
man yesterday. He was around the city hall 
saying he did more work than any one on the 
pay rolls and if any one did not believe it he 
would prove it by Tom Carey. 


Carey Saves His 

In spite of this health racking attention 
to duty it is known that several times the 
mayor has been seriously considering 
whether all political obligations had not been 
paid to Mr. Murray and his friends and it 
would be in order to remove him. Every 
time the appropriation bill came up and 
the necessity of saving every dollar in sight 
was pressed home, Murray’s name was the 
first one in every one’s mind as the place to 
begin cutting. But Tom Carey was on the 
finance committee which made up the bill, 
and he would talk to the mayor. 


Has Had Several Close Calls. 

Two years ago Murray had a close call. 
His special political contract was to carry 
the Thirty-second ward primaries for the 
city hall faction, but he failed. George 
Brennan got the majority of the delegates 
and was elected committeeman. Then it 
did appear as if the fish inspector was no* 
earning his salary. But the city hall fac- 
tion won throughout the county, and he was 
forgiven on promise of making a better show- 
ing next time. rat 

At the last primaries Murray made a 
combination with Brennan and was elected 
a delegate to the state convention on the 
Hearst ticket. How this will be regarded as 
fulfilling the duties of his office at the city 
ball remains to be seen. The answer is ex- 
pected after the convention.

MISS ROOSEVELT IN CRUSH 
ON ARRIVAL AT ST. LOUIS. 


Thousands of Women Almost Mob the 
President's Daughter in Eagerness 
to Get Glimpse of Her at Station, 


St. Louis, Mo., May 26.—[ Special. I—Miss 
Alice Roosevelt was fairly mobbed upon her“ 
arrival here t#day by an enthusiastic crowd 
wf thousands of women. The authorities 
were not expecting anything of the kind and 
were unable to control the throng. The 
president’s daughter was 50 jammed and 
crushed the moment she got off the train 
that it was difficult for her party to keep to- 
gether, but this was only the beginning. 
When she reached her carriage she was al- 
most forced against the wheels. There were 
5,000-people in the crowd, fully three-fourths 

them women. 

ovrhe trduble began when she alighted from 
the train with Miss Alice Warder of Wash- 
ington and several maids. She found the 
train steps surrounded by 400 women, the 
advance guard of the crowd. They had bro- 
ken through the gates to the midway despite 
the efforts of the police and railroad officials, 
who were swept aside by the rustf. 

Miss Irene Catlin, whose guest Miss Roose- 
velt is, had reached the party with her 
brother, T. E. Catlin. In the crowd the Cat- 
lins several times were forced away from 
the Washington girls, and only by the most 
vigorous fighting for a place could they 


When the midway was passed Miss Roose- 
velt found herself in the presence of 5,000, 
all shrieking There she is!“ and Hur- 
rah for Miss Roosevelt!” Getting a clear 
passage, the party broke into a rapid walk, 
endeavoring to reach the carriage at the 
entrance to the station before they could be 
caught in another crush. At the entrance 
a flood of femininity swirled around the car- 
riage, the ones in front being forced forward 
by those in the rear. The party finally 
gained the carriage and was driven away.

BASE HOPES ON ‘BREAK. 


‘Lowden Not Encouraged by Trip, 
and Yates Reported to Be 
Less Confident. 


When they return to Springfield the sup- 
porters of Charles 8. Deneen will be pre- 
pared to conduct a more systematic and ag- 
gressive contest than they did before. They 
believe that when the country delegates 
fully understand the conditions in Chicago— 
and the facts will be presented to them in 
an address—enough of them will fall in line 
for Mr. Deneen to nominate him. 

This address first will be a statement of 
facts, on which are based the contentions 
that Chicago is entitled to the next governor. 
Among other things will be set forth the 
movement for a new charter and the state- 
ment that a governor familiar with the sit- 
uation could put the law into effect to better 
advantage than one who is not. 

The next step will be to convince the dele- 
gates that Mr. Deneen is the first choice of 
a large majority of the 100,174 republicans 
who voted at the primaries. 


Will Break from Lowden. 

There were a number of country delegates 
at state headquarters yesterday, and the 
talk among them was that the situation is 
beginning to change. 

My vote will be cast for another candi- 
date,“ said a Lowden man, but if my name 
should appear in connection with the state- 
ment I should have to hide where they 
couldn’t find me and stay hidden until the 
roll is called. I know other delegates who 
are in the same fix.” 

Mr. Lowden returned from St. Louis, 
where he met some of his southern Illinois 
friends Wednesday, but he had no encour- 
aging information. 

“The trouble with us,“ said a leader from 
„Egypt,“ is that the minor candidates 
have few delegates they can deliver to any 
one. The most of our delegates are with 
Maj. Dan Hogan for secretary of state, but 
so many of them are instructed for Gov. 
Yates that the major cannot use them to 
form a combination on governor. James A. 
Rose is no better off, but it begins to look as 
if there will be a break after the first or sec- 
ond ballot. I figure that the fight will nar- 
row down to three candidates, or possibly 
two, at the first session.” 


Gov. “Yates Less Confident. . 

It was said that when Gov. Yates left at 
11:30 a. m. for Springfield he was not ascon- 
fident as on Monday. Scott Cowan, one of 
his managers, gave out a statement denying 
the story that the governor and his managers 
expected to obtain fifty additional delegates 
by reason of the three days’ campaign in this 
city. 

The governor announced that he would re- 
turn tomorrow and remain here until Mon- 
day night. Attorney General Hamlin also 
went to Springfield. Before leaving he hada 
conference with Graeme Stewart. He and 
the governor both will be in St. Louis today.

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PRESIDENT FOREMAN’S NEW PLANS. 

President Foreman of the county board 
now proposes to lay plans for the comple- 
tion of: the magnificent constryctive work 
which, under his direction, the county of 
Cook has begun. 

Five new cottages at Dunning for the 

open air treatment of consumptives, six new 
cottages at Dunning for the more commodi- 
ous and scientific treatment of insane pa- 
tients, a new farm cottage at Dunning for 
giving quiet and tractable patients the op- 
portunity of useful employment, a new chil- 
dren’s building and a new cantagious dis- 
eases building in‘connection with the county 
hospital—these are the improvements which 
are already under way. 
Certain other improvements, however, 
must be undertaken before the system is 
entirely worthy of the county of Cook. 
First; fireproof buildings must be substi- 
tuted for the old, tall, and dangerous build- 
ings at Dunning which house the helpless 
Wards of the Cook county public. 
> branches of the county hospital must be es- 
‘ tablished in various parts of the city for 
convenience in administration and for the 
benefit of patients whose homes are at a 
great distance from the corner of Harrison 
and Wood streets. 

When the plans for this schemeof reform 
and extension come before the county board 
for final consideration they should receive 
the treatment due to the growing needs of 
the municipality. The county now has com- 
missioners who can do constructive work, 
and constructive work should be done. 


THE MACHINISTS’ STRIKE. . 

The conduct of International Association 
of Machinists, District No 8, does not 
commend itself to reasonable men when 
it is placed side by side with the an- 
nounced policy of the president of the 
Metal Trades association, Mr. John D. 
Hibbard. Rising above the exasperation 
which the arbitrary rejection of his peace- 
able overtures might well have aroused 
in him, Mr. Hibbard has proclaimed 
his continued adherence to the principles 
(1) that unions are a natural result of 
modern economic conditions, (2) that em- 
ployers’ associations cannot destroy unions, 
that fighting associations,” while they 
may correct abuses, do not succeed in es- 
tablishing satisfactory relations between 
employers: and employés, and (4) that fair 
agreements, based upon accurate data and 
varying conditions, suggest a far more ra- 
tional solution of present difficulties than 
strikes and lockouts. 

It was in consequence of these principles, 
maintained in the face of misunderstanding 
and unappreciation, that the Metal Trades 


association offered to submit all questions 


in dispute to a mutually selected body of 
arbitrators. It was in defiance of these 
_principles, which unionism fought many 
battles to establish, that the International 
Association of Machinists issued an ultima- 
tum and began the withdrawal of its mem- 
bers from the shops where they were em- 
ployed. 
DEMOCRATS AND THE CANAL. 

The chairman of the Ohio democratic state 
convention spoke of “the president of the 
United States disrupting the republic of Co- 
lombia in the interest of the Panama canal 
grafters.” That chairman would be angered 
if he were told that he is not an American, 
that he has not one spark of patriotic fire, 
and that an isthmian canal interests him 
only because he believes he can find in it 
material for an attack on the policies of a 
republican administration. But that is the 
State of his case. ; 

Last week the democrats of California and 
of Wisconsin announced that they were for 
the canal, but were against the Panama 
treaty and everything which went to make 
the canal possible. 

They. denounced the American adminis- 
tration and sympathized with the Colom- 
bilan government. They put themselves on 
record as against their country and for a 
foreign country. . 

This week the democrats of Tennessee ar- 
ray the-nselves against the policy and wel- 
fare of their own~country. They say they 
favor the prompt construction of the trans- 

‘isthmian canal, but —there is always a 
but we condemn the course of the ad- 
ministration in deliberately pursuing a law- 
less, revolutionary, and dishonorable course 
in that matter.” It is the same old story. 

Will the democratic national convention 
try to make a political issue out of that non- 
political dream of the centuries—an isthmian 
canal?

MUSIC AND NERVES. 

The medical associations of Europe are 
discussing the proposition that excessive 
piano practice produces the form of neurosis 
from which so many girls are suffering. 
One scientist’s figures are cited to show 
that out of 1,000 young girls studying the 
piano before the age of 12, 600 were af- 
flicted with nervous troubles in later life, 
while among those who began to practice 
at a later age only 200 suffered in like man- 
ner, and of those exceptionally fortunate 
young creatures who never touched the in- 
strument only 100 were affected. 

Most of the experts in nervous diseases 
do not agree with these conclusions, and 
some of them do not. hesitate to affirm that 
daily practice on masical instruments serves 
to train the will and give tone to the nervous 
system. The superintendent of the London 
Hospital for Nervous Diseases says many 
young.girls derive distinct benefit from the 
hours they spend at the piano.“ When doc- 
tors disagree, who shall decide? But may 
not both be wrong? Are not the nerves ex- 
posed to the young girls’ practicing hour 
after hour and day after day the nerves 
that ate injured? 

If the doctor were a more careful observer 
he would find that in almost every household 
where an ordinarily robust miss is accus- 
tomed to perform this, perfunctory duty all 
the adults are more or less afflicted with 
neurosis, and the house wears a melancholy 
aspect during the hours of noisy torture. 
He would also find that one such young per- 
son of average strength and endurance may 
spread neurosis through an entire block, 
making life a burden during a considerable 
part of the day. Some people express their 
nervousness by getting up a counter irritant, 
like that which serenaded Hogarth’s “ En- 
raged Musician,” while others, when re- 
monstrance proves useless, save their nerves 
by moving outofthe neighborhood. — 

The superintendent of the London hos- 
pital already referred to makes one state- 
ment which is correct. He says,“ It is 
foolish and cruel to insist upon a young girl 
learning music when she has no talent for 

it. In such a case there may be a distinct 
injury to the nérvous system.” While the 

proportion of girls whose nervous health fs 
damaged by enforced study of the piano 
cannot be as great as some affirm, yet there 
is great danger in the cases of young girls 
who have neither the ear, nor the taste, nor 
the desire to study the piano. It is the duty, 
therefore, of physicians to call attention to 
the dangers which lurk in the keyboard. 
They may thereby save the young nerves 
from overstrain and the old nerves from ex- 
ö asperation. Most blessed of all, they may 
lessen the multitude of piano pounders in 
the world and relieve the household, the 
neighborhood, and the concert rooms to 3 
gratifying extent. |

WILL CHINA FIGHT? 

In following the course of the campaign 
in the far east, one is likely to forget that 
it, has the extraordinary distinction among 
wars of being fought im neutral territory. 
Russia and Japan are so much in evidence 
that we forget Corea and China completely.

HAT a man who sacrificed his rights to 
the succession to a throne and to the 
enjoyment of the prerogatives, the 
power, and the emoluments of a regent 
in order to wed one of the most beauti-

ignoble ending to what was formerly regard- 


ed as one of the most charming nnn. 


of old world royalty. 
The prince in question is Duke Paul Fred- 


erick of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, uncle of the 


present reigning grand duke of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin and brother of the prince consort 
of the Netherlands and of the grand duchess 
of Oldenburg, whose husband, it may be re- 
membered, paid such a hurried visit to this 
country last spring. 

Duke Paul, who was a good looking man 
of about 52, fell in love, in 1881, with Princess 
Marie Windischgraetz, an aunt of that Prince 
Otto Windischgraetz who married Arch- 
duchess Elizabeth, only child of the late 
crown prince of Austria, and granddaughter, 
therefore, of Emperor Francis Joseph. The 
princess, whose beauty made a perfect furore 
in London when she went there not long 
after her marriage (and at Queen Alexan- 
dra's request remained there through the 
entire season, becoming her most intimate 
friend), was a Catholic, and the late grand 
duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin would only 
give the sanction to the marriage indispensa- 
ble to render it a legal union on the condi- 
tion that Duke Paul renounce both for him- 
self and for his children, who are being 
brought up as Catholics, all rights of succes- 
sion tothe crown. Duke Paul himself became 
a Catholic, and when his elder brother com- 
mitted suicide and it became necessary to 
establish a regency during the minority of 
his nephew, the present grand duke, he was 


passed over, and his younger brother, Duke 


John, was appointed regent in his stead. 
Duke Paul's death will probably necessitate 


the postponing of the marriage of his nephew, 


the reigning grand duke, to Princess Alex- 
andra of England and Brunswick next 
month. 


On the 15th of June next King Peter of 
Servia will be solemnly consecrated king 
at the monastery of Zatcha in the same way 
as was King Alexander after attaining his 
majority. He will not becrowned but mere- 
ly anointed with the holy oils and blessed. 
It is perfectly true that shortly after his ac- 
cession to the throne he caused his cousin 
to design a royal crown for him at Paris. 
But the design has neven been executed, and, 


indeed, there is no such a thing as a crown. 


a scepter and orb, or any other of these 
insignia of royalty in Servia. 

Peter’s neighbor, King Charles of Rou- 
nia, has a crown. It is not made of gold 
of any precious metal, but of steel taken 

from the guns captured during the war of 
1876-77 by the Roumanians fgom the Turks. 
With regard to Prince Ferdihand’s crown, 
we have been made aware by the lawsuits 
brought against him by jewelers of Munich 
that it is still on their hands, and that, al- 
though he ordered it, he does not propose to 
take delivery thereof or to pay for it until 
he has received the sanction of the powers to 
proclaim himself king. 

The kings of Italy are neither crowned nor 
consecrated. But they have a crown—name- 
ly: the famous and historic so-called iron 
crown, which is kept in the treasury of the 
cathedral at Monza, with which Napoleon 
I. crowned himself at Milan, and which the 
Emperor of Austria was forced to turn over 
to Italy after the war of 1866. In the eyes of 
all Roman Catholics it is regarded with the 
most profound reverence in the light of a 
sacred relic, the broad gold band of which it 
is composed serving as a sort of frame tothe 
long fron nail which it clasps and which is 
said to have been one of those with which 
Christ was nailed to the cross. 

Of all the European monarchs, however, 
the one who has the largest number of crowns 
is undoubtedly the Emperor Francis Joseph. 
For he has the crown and the other imperial 
insignia of Charlemagne, the crown of St. 
Stephen of Hungary, as king of the Magyars, 
the crown of St. Wenzeslaus as king of Bo- 
hemia, besides a number of others. 

Kings, however, nowadays never wear 
their crowns save at their coronation, and 
inasmuch as quite a large number of them 
dispense with the ceremony of coronation 
they have no opportunity whatsoever to 
don them. Indeed, the only old world mon- 
arch who puts his crown to any use is King 
Osear of Sweden, who until recently was 
wont to perch it on his head in a rakish fash- 
ion when opening parliament at Stockholm 
and at Christiania. 


At the time of the death of the late Sir 
Herbert Naylor Leyland five years ago I re- 
member calling attention to the fact that h 
had left his fascinating American wife, w 
was the beautiful Miss Jeanie Chamberlain 
of Cleveland, O., badly off, the terms of his 
will indicating plainly the existence of feel- 
ing against her, and also the fallacy of the 
stories according to which Lady Leyland’s 
marriage was one of the only ones of the 
so-called international ‘alliances which 
turned out happily and had remained so to 
the end. 

Lately there has been some trouble between 
Lady Leyland and her sister-in-law, the late 
Sir Herbert's sister, Mrs. Richard Chetwynd, 
in connection with which the terms of Sir 
Herbert's will have once more received pub- 
licity. They go to show that Lady Leyland 
is entitled to nothing but the mere annuity 
or jointure settled upon her at the time of 
her marriage, the entire fortune being left 
entailed to her two sons, and into the posses- 
sion of which they enter at once on attaining 
their majority. 
the whole fortune is so entailed that it passes 
to Mrs. Richard Chetwynd and to her chil- 

ren, Lady Leyland not even being accorded 
a life interest therein. 

As the late Sir Herbert was colossally rich 
and Lady Leyland’s jointure is small, about 
$15,000, about a twentieth of his total income, 
or even a smaller fraction thereof than that, 
it cari only be regarded in the light of a mere 
pittance, which of,course she will lose were 
she to remarry. As it is, her retention of the 
beautiful house, which has been her home 
for so many years past at the Albert Gate 
entrance of Hyde Park and of the two splen- 
did country seats which she has at her dis- 
posal in Wales, is conditional upon the pleas- 
uré of her sons after they come of age. Un- 
der the circumstances Lady Leyland may be 
sald to have been badly treated by her hus- 
band, at any rate in his will. 

Her sister-in-law, Mrs. Chetwynd, was 
married to the Hon. Richard Chetwynd, 
eldest son and heir of the aged Viscount 
Chetwynd, but obtained a divorce from him 
a few years ago. The Chetwynds are an 
ancient family, whose members trace back 
their ancestry in an unbroken line to Adam de 
Chetwynd, lord of Chetwynd, who figures 
in the history of the twelfth century and who 
was one of the great territorial magnates of 
Shropshire, 


In reply to the inquiry of a correspondent 
I may mention that in Germany as well asin 
Austria, no person who has received a 
title from another ruler than the oneto whom 
he is subject is allowed to make use thereof 
until he has secured the permission to do so 
from his own liege lord and sovéreign. Thus 
there is a well known and prominent Prussian 
family of the name of Landau, that is to say. 
prominent in the world of finance. Its chief 
received years ago the title of baron for him- 
self and his children from the late duke of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. But they have never 
been able to obtain permission from the 
Prussian crown to make use thereof, and 
being Prussian subjects they remain ordi- 
nary bourgeols when in their own country 
and are merely able temporarily to adorn 
themselves with the title of baron when 
they pay visits to Saxe-Coburg-Gotha.

Almost the last in point of publication in 
Charles Scribner & Sons’ *“‘ Periods of Eu- 
ropean Literature,” although it is designed 
to lead them all, is W. P. Ker's THE DARK 
AGES.” The author is particuarly adapted 
for the task, as he occupies the chair of Eng- 
lish literature in University college, London, 
and he has long been et iy as a specialist 
of great learning in this particular fleld. 

He succeeds not only in making his subject 
one of intense interest but also in dispelling 
the common idea that the dark ages, by 
which he really means the first part of the 
middle ages, was a period of intellectual de- 
pression. In addition to the Latin literature 
of the period and the various epics of Teu- 
tonic, Scandinavian, French, and early Eng- 
lish epics which are commonly known at 
least by name, Mr. Ker brings to the un- 
learned a host of works which go to prove 
that the period was anything but one of lit- 
erary inactivity. These cover a wide range, 
although of course poetry in its formative 
stage and theological disputes make up the 
bulk of it. 

This was the time when the myt 
of the past ages began to take hold of the 
imagination of certain great minds in vari- 
ous countries, and out of myth and legend 
there presently came to be fashioned the 
great epics which commemorated the 
achievements and valor of gods and fighting 
men. The origins of these great traditions 
and the relations of their different forms are 
traced and explained by Mr. Ker. 

To students of literature the history of 
this period is big with importance as being 
the formative stage of the poetry of Europe 
and Mr. Ker points out the influence of the 
old Latins, Teutons, and Prevencals on sub- 
sequent poetry, even down to Wordsworth 
and Tennyson. 

Mr. Ker’s work fills an important gap, 
and forms a strong foundation for this ex. 
cellent history of European literature which 
treats Europe as Arnold suggested. as be- 
ing, for intellectual and spiritual purposes, 
one great confederation, bound to a joint 
action and working to a common result.“

Her 
voice is a mezzo-soprano of ample range, es- 
pecially clear and true in the upper register, 
and with full, rich low tones. The middle 
voice is not wholly free from thoatiness, and 
a thinness of vowel lends leanness to the 
tone. It is a voice that promises much, how- 
ever, and careful schooling and freeing of 
the tone should make it an organ of value 
and enduring worth. 

Temperament the young girl has also, and 

she seems endowed with musical instinct 
as well as natural taste and intelligence.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


The death of John W. Kaufman of St. 
Louls Thursday evening furnished one of 
the chief topics of conversation and ot 
theorizing for local wheat trailers. Mr. 
Kaufman had made a reputation as a fear- 
less operator in the wheat market, his deals 
frequently running well up into the millions 
of bushels, and for a time after the decline 
in wheat values began from the high points 
reached last winter on the war scare he was 
trading heavily in this market and supposed 
to be short a big line. Little had been heard 
of him in connection with the market for 
some time and it was the general impression 
he was either out of it or had no large inter- 
est in it, but the probability that he was. 
short; if he was in the market at all, 
and the possibility that there would 
be some covering to be done for account of 
his estate had a stimulating effect upon 
prices here. Traders were willing to have 
some wheat with which to supply such de- 
mand, at a profit of course, and this led 
to more or less local buying at the start. 
There was nothing to indicate any heavy 
covering for any interest, trade being de- 
cidedly narrow. It was alleged at one time 
or another that Mr. Kaufman had no inter- 
est in the market at all at the time of his 
death, that he was short only 250,000 bu, hav- 
ing his principal speculative interests in 
cotton, and that his son had arranged to 
protect his interests so that no hurried liqui- 
dation would be necessary. 

The Northwestern Miller says of spring 
wheat conditions: The weather for the 
week has been highly favorable. In the 
north, and especially in the Red river valley, 
where wheat seeding had not been completed, 
the first of the current week saw seeding 
practically finished. In the Red river valley 
it is estimated the wheat acreage is 10 to 
15 per cent smaller than in 1908. In western 
and northern North Dakota the area is be- 
lieved to have been increased sufficiently to 
offset this, if not to do even more than that, 
With South Dakota and southern Minnesota 


not an area a little in excess, conservative 
men in the trade are estimating the wheat 
acreage in the three states at slightly above 
the 1908 area—say ö per cent. As to the out- 
look for the crop, the dominating feeling is 
that it is of a promising character. It is 
urged that all vegetation has this spring been 
slow to start because of the backward season, 
but once there is bright, forcing weather, 
wheat is expected to make exceptional de- 
velopment, as all conditions favor it. About 
100 days are counted upon as necessary for 
the maturing of wheat; this would bring th 
latest sown up to about Sept. 1. . 


There are sigus of a letting up in the 
country movement of corn from this state. 
There has been a sharp break in cash premi- 
ums, while the price of futures in this mar- 
ket has shown little change, and bids are 
going out so much lower farmers are less 
inclined to sell. The quality of the corn is 
turning out better than expected, which is 
proving another inducement for holding. 


in the country Monday got little or nothing 
yesterday.

It was stated at the First National bank 
yesterday that subscriptions to the amount 
of $1,000,000 had been received for the $85,- 
000,000 Cuban loan. Subscription books were 
opened yesterday morning, but soon closed 
in New York because, it was announced, of 
oversubscriptions. 

Individual investors appear to have con- 
stituted the subscribers in Chicago. There 
was no demand from banking institutions. 
Interest in the loan did not develop until 
within the last day or two. bonds 
bear 5 per cent> 

The loan was offered at Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, New York, Chicago, and other finan- 
cial centers. 

The Japanese loan, which was offered here 
last week, was subscribed for to the extent 
of something over $1,000,000, the Cuban and 
Japanese loans being in about equal favor. 
The Western Trust and Savings bank and 
Farson, Leach & Co. were subscribers to the 
Japanese igsue. 


Atchison and Other Earnings. 

The Atchison statement for April shows an 
increase of 2.3 per cent in gross. Operating 
expenses for the month were 61.86 per cent 
of gross, as against 60 per cent for the cor- 
responding month last year. This increase 
eaused a decrease in net of 2.5 per cent. 
However, the showing was considered fair. 
It also furnishes evidence of the declining 
tendeney in both gross and net. 

The Hocking Valley for the month makes 
a poor exhibit, with a decrease in gross of 
29.1 per cent and a decrease in net of 55.1 per 
cent. Operating expenses, however, de- 
creased 13.7 per cent.

Pig Iron Market. 

Rogers, Brown & Co. say: Wulle the pig 
iron market is dull, the demand being light, 
it is nevertheless extremely interesting.

Passenger Association fer Excur- 
sions te Exposition City—Tariff Is 
Around 1 Cent a Mile—Coach Tickets 
from Six States, Both Ways, at 70 
Per Cent of One Fare—Springfield, 
Three Dollars.

Chicago people will be given six oppor- 
tunities to visit the St. Louis exposition in 
June at exceedingly low rates. At a general 
meeting of all the lines in the Western Pas- 
senger association it was decided yesterday 
to run coach excursions from Chicago to St. 
Louis June 14, 16, 21, 23, 28, and 30, at $6 for 
—— round trip, which is around 1 cent a 
mile. 

It also was decided to run coach excursions 
from all points in Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, North Dakota, and South Dako- 
ta to St. Louis on Monday, June 13, and Mon- 
day, June 27, at 70 per cent of the regular one 
way rate for the round trip, with a mini- 
mum rate of $5. This is virtually a 1 cent 
a mile rate. 


More Cheap Coach Excursions. 

Coach excursions from Kansas, Nebraska, 
and Missouri to St. Louis will be run each 
Monday during June at 70 per cent of the 
one way rate for the round trip. 

From Colorado coach excursions will be 
run to St. Louis June 11 and 25 at a rate of 
80 per cent of the regular one way rate for 
the round trip. 

No arrangements were made for cheap ex- 
cursions beyond the month of June. Wheth- 
er equally low rates will be made during July 
and subsequent months will depend upon the 
volume of travel. Thus far the exposition 
business has not come up to expectations, 
and the low rates in June were made to stim- 
ulate travel. 

If business continues light after the June 
excursions, equally low rates undoubtedly 
will be made in July and August, and prob- 
ably for the whole of the exposition season.

In connection with the hammering down 
of the Terminal stock during the last two, 
days, a report has been circulated that one 
of the company’s principal tenants had de- 
cided not to renew its lease. H. W. De For- 
est, chairman of the board of directors, issued 
the following statement: | : 

There is no truth in the report that any lease 
has been canceled and there is no expectation of a 
default in the July interest. I cannot account for 
the depreciation of the securities of the company. 

Another official of the company said that 
owing to the severe winter and the char- 
acter of the company’s business, which con- 
sists largely of switching and belt line oper- 
ation, the company’s net earnings had been 
small since the beginning of the year. He 
said that although the company’s property 
was of great value, it would. be necessary 
either to reduce its fünded debt or greatly 
increase its earnings before the company 
could become a profitable enterprise.

NEW YORK, May 26.— [Special. I- The 
Brooklyn handicap had better drawing pow- 
ers today that the stock market and traders 
generally left the market to take care of 
itself.

For a consideration of $10 the Chicago 
Title and Trust company has conveyed by 
trustee’s deed the Lexington hotel and lease- 
hold interest to the Lexington company, 
which owns the furniture and has a lease on 
the building, subrenting to the Ross Hotel 
company.

The suit was between the certificate hold- 
ers, formerly bondholders. In 1898, the prop- 
erty was purchased at foreclosure by holders 
of first mortgage bonds at their face value 
of $350,000. An issue of $200,000 of second 
mortgage bonds was extinguished by the 
action. 

The property then passed into the hands 
of a committee of the hondholders, and toa 
trustee, which canceled bonds and issued cer- 
tificates. The Supreme Lodge of the Knights 
of Pythias owned a majority of the first 
mortgage bonds, and subsequently acquired 
all of the trustees’ certificates, the 
only party interested in the case.

DETAILS OF NEW THEATER PLAN. 


Monroe Street Playhouse to Be an Elab- 
orate Rent 


Additional details in connection with the 
new theater and office building to be erected 
by Mrs. E. J. Lehmann at 71-78-75 Monroe 
street were given out yesterday. The build- 
ing will be eighteen stories high, with a 
frontage of 8114 feet and a depth of 192 feet, 
and will cost about $700,000. The building 
will have a polished granite base and above 
that ornamental white glazed tile. As stated 
in THe Tunger yesterday, the work of 
tearing down the present buildings will be- 
gin on July 4, and it is expected to have 
the new structure ready for occupancy by 
March 1 next. There will be one store in 
the middle of the building, 22x62 feet, to be 
oécupied by Chapin & Gore, while the en- 
trance to the office building will be on the 
west side, about twenty-one feet in width. 
The theater entrance will be on the east side, 
forty feet in width by sixty-two feet deep 
and forty feet high.
